having the favorable testimony of Ja 
cob A. Schiff and Henry Morgenthau 
retained on the record despite efforts 
to have it stricken out.

Governor Sulzer's lawyers received 


another severe setback at the impeach 
ment trial. By a unanimous vote th, 
court decided to admit certain evidenc 
which the governor's lawyers objecter 
to because it had not been specifically 
outlined in the Impeachment.

Argue the Donor's Intent. 


Mr. Brackett replied that the intent 


of the gift must be determined by the 
testimony of Mr. Schiff—what Sulzer 
•aid when he asked for the check—that 
he asked for a campaign contribution. 


"There is no ambiguity or obscurity 


about the language," said Mr. Brack- 
ett. "This goes way beyond your hon- 
or's ruling. 
You held if a check was 


used in any manner with the donor's 
consent—please mark.well the use of 
the word consent—then it would not 
constitute larceny. But I submit that 
at the time William Bulzer used Mr. 
Benin's money for private purposes we 
cannot read into his testimony that he i 
consented to its use for other than 
campaign purposes."

vision was still within their jurisdic- 
tion and that they had authority to 
make the change. Holders of mutual 
Insurance policies and insurance offi- 
cers throughout the country have 
urged that such an exemption ought to 
be a part of the Income tax to protect 
the rights of persons who hold divl 
dend paying policies.
